The names of its 
lez:Cers were secret until the whole or- 
g:inization was thoroughly exposed by 
tne Post-Dispatch about a year ago.. 

Haller declared that the I. V. i.’s first 
request of him was made shortly after 
the State primary election, last August, 
when he was told that the league was 
financially embarrassed through the 
faiiure of one of the best known Re- 
publican political leaders in St. Louis to 
keep a pledge to pay the jgague $1500 
for its indorsement of Henry Lamm, the 
Republican nominee for’ ' Governor 
against Fred Gardner, Judge Lamm, 
when he learned the I. V. L. had en- 
dorsed him in its printed sample ballots 
publicly repudiated the league’ s indorse- 
ment.

Turned Down Leaguc. 

The leaders asked Haller for $2300 to 
cover their deficit and promised that 
they would support. him for any office 
he might seek in future elections if he 
put up*that amount. He declined and 
the amount was considerably reduced 
before he left the meeting. He refused 
to treat with the organization at any 
price, 

The league leaders did not abandon 
their efforts to get him to contribute, 
and for more. than @ month after the 
meeting in Hablutzel’s home the latter 
called frequently and put new preposi- 
tions tv. him. The last sum asked for 
by Hablutsel, about two months ago, 
was $200 for an indorsement. 

Says He Was Threatened. 

Haller’s reluctance to tell of his deal-

In an Admiralty libel suit, attaching

They denied 
that German-American treaties or inter- 
national law gave the German claimants 
authority to retain the prize. 

The German Government, claiming the 
Appam as a public ship of war,. belong- 
ing by its capture to the Government, 
was the real defendant in the libel suit, 
although Lieut. Berg, prize master, and 
German Vice Consul von Schilling of 
Norfolk, Va., were the nominal claim- 
ants. i 

The British owners were successful in 
the lower court. Return of vessel and 
cargo was ordered in July, 1916, by Judge 
Waddill, who interpreted the German- 
American treaties to give no permanent, 
but only a temporary, right to American 
assylum to German war prizes, unac- 
companied by the captor warship. 

Upon appeal to the Supreme Court, 
bond for $2,000,000 was given by the Ger- 
man claimants to retain possession, un- 
der supervision of Virginia court offi- 
cilals. Receipts of $634,000 from court 
sale of perishable cargo have been held 
by the lower court awaiting the Supreme 
Court's final decision. 

That no attempt would be made to 
run the Appam out of American juris- 
diction pending the appeal was formal- 
ly pledged to the State Department by 
German Ambassador von Bernstorff, and 
the prize crew remained aboard at New- 
port News. All British persons aboard 
were promptly released by order of Sec- 
retary Lansing. 

The three principal grounds relied upon 
by the German claimants were: 

1, That the Appam, as a public ship 
of war belonging by capture to the Ger- 
man Government, was entitled to indefi- 
nite American asylum under article 39 
of the 1799 treaty between the United 
States and Prussia, renewed in part by 
article 12 of the German-Ameérican treaty 
of 1828. 

2. That American courts were without 
jurisdiction, enjoyed solely by German 
prize courts. 

3% That the American and German 
Governments—not American admiralty 
courts—must determine the Appam’s dis- 
position. 

All three »principal and other minor 
contentions were rejected by Judge Wad- 
dill. That the Appam, having Violated 
United States neutrality, must be treat- 
ed “as abandoned and stranded upon 
our shores,"’ and the British owners, 
therefore, “entitled to restitution of their 
property” was his decision. 

The American Government intervened 
in the proceedings, but only as a friend 
of the court. 

The State Department had ruled that 
its construction of the treaties did not 
give Germany “the right to deposit 
spoils of war in an American port’ and 
that they gave the Appam the right to 
enter American waters “only in case 
of stress of weather, want ef fuel or

Among the contributors to the first 
number are Mrs. Harry Payne Whitney, 
Jay Gould, Francis Roche, Miss Eliza- 
beth Marbury, Mrs. Benjamin Guiness, 
Mrs. William Astor Chanler, Mrs. Mu- 
riel’ Draper and Joseph H. Choate. ® 

Choate, that veteran barrister, in a 
letter to the editor, describes the Chron- 
icle as ‘‘a medium through which intel- 
ligent people who are not professional 
writers may speak to the public on the 
topics of the day.”’ 

Judging from the articles in the ad- 
vance proofs, professional writers need 
feel no pdngs of jealousy at being ex- 
cluded from its pages. The leading arti- 
cle, unsigned, is entitled “The Trend of 
Manners.”’

Congressman Issues Statement 
Giving His Reasons for 
Opposing President.* 


BILL “UNCONSTITUTIONAL” 


Against Giving Commander of 
Army and Navy Power to 
Declare War, He Says. 


From a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON City. March 6.—Con- 
gressman Dorsey W. Shackleford, who, 
Missouri and 12 other members of the 
House opposed President Wilson's 
armed ship bill, told the Post-Dispatch 
today that he had not changed his atti- 
tude and that he believes Congress 
would have violated both the letter and 
the spirit of the Constitution if the 

measure had been passed. 

Shackleford said he had no‘ apologies 
to offer and entertained no regret be- 
cause of his action. 

Shackleford heretofore has refused to 
discuss his position for publication on 
the ground that the newspapers would 
not publish all his views. He wrote the 
following statement and gave to the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent. It appears 
in full: 

“IT have not changed my views on 
the bill proposing to authorize the Pres- 
ident to arm our merchant ships and to 
use our armed forces in the protection 
of American rights on the high seas. 

‘‘We are denounced by the press for 
not standing by the President. I think 
that sentiment is not well phrased. It 
were better to have said: ‘In this hour 
of peril the President and each member 
of Congress should stand by our com- 
mon country.’ 


Has Confidence in President. 
‘“T have full confidence in the hon- 


esty, wisdom and patriotism of Mr. Wéal- 
son. I know he will do his duty as he 
sees it. But the people of this district 
put me on guard when they call up to 
me in the watch tower where they have 
placed me and say ‘Watchman, what of 
the night?’ I must answer back what I 
see not what somebody else says. 

‘Under the Constitution the President 
has no authority to determine when or 
upon what provocation we should ge¢ 
to war. That power is given to Con- 
gress alone. No Congressman should 
attempt to shift that responsibility ‘to 
the shoulders of the President. The 
President is the commander-in-chief of 
the army and the navy. The framers 
of our Constitution did not think it 
would be wise to let the head of the 
Military Department have the right té 
determine war or peace. Mr. Wilson 
might not abuse such a power if it were 
to be delegated to him, but if we sheuld 
set aside the Constitution and give him 
such extraordinary authority we could 
not with propriety withhold it from fu- 
tuge Presidents. We might be called on 
to place similar trust in a Roosevelt or 
some other ‘man:on horseback.’ 

“If we were to adopt such an uncon- 
stitutional policy the day would surely 
come when some American Caesar 
would cross the Rubicon of our liber- 
ties and subvert our free institutions to 
entrench himself in power or achieve 
military greatness. 


Not for Peace a tAny Price. 
“Mr. Wilson says that so far there 


is nothing that would warrant. us in de- 
claring war. If ever occasion does arise 
for going to war nobody need fear but 
that Congress will do its duty. The 
President has said that he has full 
power to do all that may be done within 
the limits of neutrality without any ac- 
tion by Congress. 

“Some of the newspapers have charged 
my failure to vote for the bill to my 
cowardice. If I desired to defend myselt 
against that charge I might point out 
that it required more courage for me 
to stand up with 13 others and do my 
duty as I saw it than it would would 
to have gone with the 403 who voted the 
other way, supported by the undivided 
public press. ‘ 

“If I should vote for war it would not 
be .my life, but the life of the boys of 
my constitutents that I would send to 
destruction. 

“I am not for peace at any price. I 
will vote for war whenever the interests 
of our country shall demand it: but be- 
fore I do so I must know upon what 
provocation it is done, and that our in- 
terests will be promoted and not injured 
by such a course.”’

Hindoo and German Said 
Have Been Financed by 
Wolff von Igel.

NEW YORK, March 6.—Dr. C. Hanad- 
or Chakiaberty, a Hindoo physician, and 
Dr. Ernest Sckunner, 3% years old, de- 
scribed as a German, were arrested to- 
day on charges of conspiring to set up 
a military expedition against a foreign 
country in friendly relations with the 
United States. The police say the men 
confessed that they had plotted under 
direction of Wolf von Igel to invade 
India by way of China. 

Von Igel, indicted but never tried fur 
complicity in an alleged plot to destroy 
the Welland Canal, is with Count von 
Bernstorff, former German Ambassador 
to the United States, who is approaching 
Copenhagen on the steamer Frederik 
VIII. 

From Von Igel, according to the police, 
Dr. Chakiaberty and Sckunner, who 
have been suspected for some time, re- 
ceived $69,000, and the Hinaoo, posing as 
a Persian merchant, obtained a passport 
which enabled hi mot get to Berlin. In 
this connection an additional charge of 
fraudulently obtaining a passport has 
been made against the “physician.” 

Went to Germany. 

Dr. Chakiaberty, according to a con- 
fession, revealed his plans of an invasion 
of India to certain officials tn Berlin ani 
ther. returned to New York where he 
and Von Igel prepared literature printed 
in various native India languages. In 
the house in West 12th street, where 
the two men were arrested today, the 
police seized large quantities of litera- 
ture and found also a complete chemical 
laboratory. 

Reveals Pian for Explosion. 

Fritz Kolb, a German in whose pos- 
session two bombs and other explosive 
material were found yesterday, and 
Hans Sewartz, arrested early today, 
were held for further examination in 
court at Hoboken today in connection 
with an alleged plot to blow up muni- 
tions for the entente allies. Scwartz, who 
says he is a chemist, 27 years old, was 
held as a suspicious person. The police 
assert he has worked in hotels and cafes 
in Hoboken at various times. Scwartz 
made a long statement to Chief of Police 
Hayes, in which he revealed, the po- 
lice allege, plans for another explosion 
at Black Tom, N. J., yesterday, with 
Kolb and himself as the conspirators. 

Scwartz, whose identity was at first 
concealed, denied, the police say, that 
he was connected in any way with the 
Black Tom explosion last summer or the 
explosion at Kingsland. The failure of 
the plot to blow up ~iack Tom yester- 
day, the police declare Scwartz admit- 
ted, was due to faultry construction of 
the bombs. 

Kolb was identified at police headquar- 
ters as a former employe of the Ca- 
nadian Car and Foundry Co. at Kings- 
land by Thomas Steele, a negro, also i 
former worker at that plant. Steele told 
the police he worked in the same room 
with Kolb, where there had been an ex- 
plosion previous to the great fire and 
that of 28 men employed in the room, 
Kolb was the man who disappeared. 

After the literature was prepared, ac- 
cording to the police, Dr. Chakiaberty 
and Sckunner employed as their agent 
an influential Chinese whom they sent 
to his native country with the idea 
of interesting his Government in a plan 
to ship arms and ammunition from 
the United States to China, where, with 
the Chinese Government's permission, 
they were to be stored until the time 
set for the invasion. 

The police said the two men declared 
they had heard nothing from their 
Chinese representative and did not know 
what success, if any, he had 

Whispers of a bomb plot. overheard 
several weeks ago fn a Hoboken bar 
room led to the arrest of Kolb yester- 
day and the discovery of the explosives 
in his quarters at a small hotel opposite 
the piers where the German merchant 
vessels have been tied up since the be- 
ginning of the war. 

Several witnesses have been questioned 
in an effort to connect tne prisoner 
with the disastrous explosion of war 
munitions at Black Tom, N, J., and 
with the destruction of the plant of the 
Canadian Car and Foundry Co. at Kings- 
land, N. J., where huge quantities of 
shells were made for Russia. It was 
expected today that more arrests woulJ 
follow. 

Kolb said he was born in Cologne, 
Germany, and came to this country 
shortly ...cer the beginning of the war.

PARIS, March 6.—In the year 1915 the 
French Government distributed 618,000,00 
bottles of wine among’ the armies, each 
man and officer receiving half a liter a 
day. Last year there was a considerable

Obstruction of Armed Ships Bill Condemned in 
Legislatures and Public Meetingsin — 


Many Sections. 


NEW, YORK, March 6.—Resolutions 
condemning as “little short of treason- 
able” the action of the Senators who 
prevented the armed neutrality meas- 
ure from coming to a vote were passed 
at a meeting held here last night under 
the auspices of the American Rights 
League. President Wilson was urged to 
exercise his constitutional authority ‘for 
the arming of American ships Passing 
through the barred zone insolently es- 
tablished by the German decree.”’ 

The resolutions declared that the Sen- 
ators who opposed the bill “had done 
what they could in the present crisis to 
weaken the hands of the American peo- 
ple and to strengthen the hands of Ger- 
many.” 

The sinking of the Cunard Line steam- 
er Laconia and alleged plotting against 
the national safety were characterized 
as “the crowning infamies of two years 
of continuous warfare against the Amer- 
fcan people.” 

Letters and telegrams were read from 
many prominent persons, including for- 
mer President Roesevelt, Gov. Whit- 
man and bodies of citizens of Chicago, 
Philadelphia and other cities. 

The Rev. Lyman B. Abbott declared in 
an address that the people not only 
should stand behind the President, but 
also behind the army and navy, “and 
demand that the war go on until the 
enemies that destroy the American ideals 
are entirely eradicated.” 


Lower Idaho House Condemns Fili- 
buster Against Armed Ship Bill. 

BOISE, Idaho, March 6.—The lower 
house of the Idaho Legislature yesterday 
passed a resolution to “condemn in un- 
measured terms the attitude of the 12 
United States Senators who by their fili- 
buster prevented Congress from enacting 
measures to uphold the hands of the 
President, in the present international 
crisis.”’ : 


Both Branches of Ohio Legislature

COLUMBUS, O., March 6.—The Legis-

with painful care to the thesis set up 
by the Washington Cabinet, and would 
feel inclined to support it in its en- 
deavor to secure American citizens 
against dangers at sea, which endeavor 
it supports by the warmest philanthropy 
and by instructing and warning those 
entrusted with it. 

“As regards circular note 10,602 of 
last year, regarding the treatmnet of 
armed enemy merchantmen, the Austro- 
Hungarian Government, it is true, has 
to state that, as already mentioned pre- 
viously, it is of the opinion that the 
arming of merchantmen, even solely 
for defense against the exercise of the, 
right of capture, is not established by 
modern international law. A war vessel 
is obliged to come into contact with 
enemy merchantman in a peaceful man- 
ner. It has to waylay the vessel by 
certain signals, to enter into communi- 
cation with the captain, to examine the 
ship's papers, draw up a protocol, and, 
if necessary, take an inventory, etc. 
Fulfillment of these duties presupposes 
naturally that the war vessel has full 
certainty that the merchantman, on its 
part, also will act peacefully. 

“Without doubt such certainty does 
not exist if the merchantman possesses 
armament which is sufficient to fight the 
war vessel. It can hardly be expected 
to discharge its duties under the muzzle 
of guns, whatever their purpose may 
be: without mentioning the fact that 
merchantmen of the entente Powers, 
despite all assurances to the contrary, 
are—as this has been proved—provided 
with arms for an aggressive purpose, 
and also use them for this purpose. 

“It would also be a misinterpretation 
of the duties of humanity to demand 
that crews of war vessels expose them- 
selves without defense to arms of the 
enemy. No state could value its duties 
of humanity toward the legal defend- 
ers of the fatherland less than its du- 
ties towards subjects of foreign Pow- 
ers. The Austro-Hungarian Govern- 
ment, therefore, could have stated from 
conviction that its promise made to the 
Washington Cabinet did not extend, 
from the very beginning, to armed mer- 
chantmen, because they, according to 
the valid principle and right which re- 
strict hostilities to organized forces are 
to be regarded as pirate vessels, which 
may be destroyed. 

Denies Arming Is Legal. 

“As history shows it was never per- 

tted under general international law 
that merchantmen oppose the exercisc 
of the right of capture by war vessels. 
Even if a regulation of such kind could 
be found, this would not prove that 
vessels should be allowed to arm them- 
selves. It must also be taken into con- 
sideration that the arming of merchant- 
men would completely transform war- 
fare on the sea, and that such a trans- 
formation cannot correspond with the 
intentions of those who endeavor to 
bring to bear the principles of humanity 
in Warfare on sea. 

“In fact, since the abolition of pri- 
vateering, no Government, until a few 
years ago, has thought’in the least of 
arming merchantmen. At the second 
peace conference, which was occupied 


the arming of merchantmen was men- 
tioned only once. This utterance, how- 
ever, is significant because it was made 
by high naval officers, who freely de- 
clared: ‘When a warship proposes to 
stop and visit a merchant ship the com- 
mander, before launching a small boat, 
will cause a cannon shot to be fired. A 
cannon shot is the best guarantee that 
can be given. Merchant ships have’ nv 
cannon on board.’ : 
“Notwithstanding that, Austria-Hun- 
gary adhered to her promise also as re- 
gards this question. In the mentioned 
circular note neutrals were warned in 
time against intrusting their persons 
and property to armed vessels. The is- 
sued measure was not put in force at 
once, but a period of grace was given 
in order to enable neutrals to leave 
armed vessels which they had already 
boerded. Finally, Austro-Hungarian 
war vessels themselves have been in- 
structed even in the case of encounter- 
ing armed cnemy merchantmen if. in/

of the central Powers, prevent the sea 
traffic of neutrals with these Powers 
in the same isolation, the step is taken 
to render them by this pressure more 
pliable towards a peace which bears !n 
itself a guarantee and is durable. 
“That Austria-Hungary uses different 
means is especially caused by circum- 
stances over which mankind has no 
power. The Austro-Hungarian Govern- 
ment is convinced that it has® done 
everything in its power to avoid human 
losse. It would attain this aim, which 
is intended by the central Powers, most 
quickly and most certainly if in those 
sea areas no single human life were 
lost and no single life were endangered. 
“Summarizing, the Austro-Hungarian

view of the circumstances, it is possi- 
ble to issue a warning and take care of 
the rescue of passengers. 

“The statement of the American em- 
bassy that the armed British steamers 
Secundo, Upo and Welsh Prince were 
torpedoed by Austro-Hungarian subma- 
rines without warning is erroneous. (The 
Secundo and Uno are listed in marine 
registers as Norwegian vessels.) The 
Austro-Hungarian Government mean- 
while received inforamtion that no Aus- 
tro-Hungarian war vessels took part in 
the sinking of these steamers. 

“In the same manner as in the re- 
peatediy mentioned circular note, the 
Austro-Hungarian Government — and 
therewith it comes back to the question 
of intensified submarine warfare—as 
mentioned at the beginning of this aide 
memoire, and although its declaration 
of Jan. 31 of the current year issued a 
warning to, all neutrals by fixing a cer. 
tain period. 

“Moreover, the whole declaration rep- 
resents in essence nothing else but a 
warning, namely, that no merchantmen 
will be allowed to enter the sea areas 
exactly described in the declaration. 

**Moreover, Austro-Hungarian ves- 
sels are instructed if possible to warn 
merchantmen encountered in these! 
areas and bring into gafety the crews | 
and passengers. The Austro-Hungarian 
Government also possesses numerous rs- 
ports that crews and passengers of ves- 
sels which have been destroyed in these 
areas have been brought into safety. 
For the eventual losses of human life 
which nevertheless should occur in the 
destruction of armed vessels of such 
encountered in t ehbarred sone, the 
Austro-Hungarian Government can take 
no responsibility. 

Operating in Mediterranea 

"Moreover, it can be oaintel out that 
Austro-Hungarian submarines solely 
are operating in the Adriatic and Med- 
iterranean and that, therefore an en- 
eroachment of American interests is 
hardly to be feared from Austro-Hunga- 
rian war vessels. 

“In view of everything mentioned in 
the beginning of thie aide memoire there 
need bardly be an assurance that the 
barricading of sea areas described in 
the declaration does not aim at destruc- 
tion of human life or even ite endanger- 
ing.

FEAR AGAIN FELT. 
GOVERNOR'S BILLS 
WILL BE DEFEATED 


Tax Commission, Income, Mort- 
gage and Soft Drink Meas- 
ures in Danger. 


By a Staff Correspenmdent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, March 6.—Friends 
of the Gardner administration again 
are in grave fear that the Governor's 
legislative program, which. a week ago 
seemed assured of passage after many 
weeks of hanging in the balance, will 
be defeated. Talks with legislators in- 
dicate that there is much more ground 
for their fear than seemed possitie a 

week ago. 

The creation of a State tax commis- 
sion, by far the most important meas- 
ure recommended by the Governor, is 
in such an unsatisfactory condition that 
leaders in the Senate and House, who 
are supporting the measure, say they 
have serious doubts of its passage. Op- 
ponents of the bill openly are declar- 
ing that it will be defeated. 

The penitentiary bill will pass in a 
condition satisfactory to the adminis- 
tration, and the saloon license increase 
bill already has been passed and signed 
by the Governor. There is no assur- 
ance that any of the other measures 
advocated by the Governor, except pos- 
sibly one or two of minor importance, 
will become laws. 

It is known that the Governor realizes 
the situation but has not abandoned 
hope that all of his measures will be- 
come laws. He hagtaken the position. 
however, that he can do little more than 
recommend to the Legislature the rev- 
enue bills which his experince has: led 
him to believe are necessary. While he 
has had conferences with many mem- 
bers of both houses, it cannot be said 
that he has attempted to force the 
Legislature to pass his bills. 

What Gardner Has Found. , 
Friends of the Governor have said 
that he approached the work of beins 
Governor with the idea that he would 
find a Legislature willing to pass rev- 
enue bills to relieve the State’s bankrupt 
condition. Instead, it is declared, he has 
found a Senate controlled by personal 
jealousies and petty political intrigues, 
which, in some instances, have resulted 
in members voting against meritorious 
measures simply because the following 
with which they were affillated would 
not have the distinction of having one 
of its members known as the author of 
the bill. 

In addition to the tax commission bill 
the measures which are in the greatest 
danger are the income tax Dill, the 
mortgage recording tax bill and the soft 
drink tax bill. 

Before the Senate yesterday after- 
noon began consideration of the income 
tax. Senator Greene of Kansas City ob- 
tained the passage of a resolution sub- 
mitting the bill to Attorney-General Mc- 
Allister for an opinion as to its consti- 
tutionality. The Attorney-General al- 
ready has said that, in his opinion, the 
bill is not constitutional and, even ‘if 
that does not defeat it, in the Legisla- 
‘ture, such an opinion raises the doubt 
of whether the bill will be a revenue 
producer if passed. It is considered 
here almost certain that. it would be 
taken into the courts. : 

Opinion on Income Tax. 

The Attorney-General, when asked by 
a Post-Dispatch representative as to the 
constitutionality of a State income tax, 
said: 

“I cannot say that I have made an ex- 
haustive study of the constitutionality 
of an income tax, but I have given the 
question considerable study. It is my 
opinion that such a law would not be 
constitutional. The Supreme Court of 
the United States has held directly that 
an income tax is a property tax. Under 
our Constitution, a property tax must be 
equal as to all persons taxed. This bill 
exempts incomes of less than $3000. I 
have not been able to get around that 
situation.” 

While the Senate refused to postpone 
consideration of the bill to await a for- 
mal! opinion from the Attorney-General, 
it voted to adjourn with the bill stil! 
pending after it had been debated for 
nearly an hour. 

There is unquestionably a growing 
sentiment in the Senate that the corpo- 
ration tax bill, which provides a tax of 
$1 on the $1000 of capital and surplus of 
all corporations in the State, will be 
amended to reduce the tax from $1 to 
50 cents. It has been estimated that 
at $1 the tax would yield approximately 
$1,500,000. 

It is expected that the mortgage re- 
cording tax will pass the Senate, but 
there is as much opposition to it in the 
House as there is in the House go the 
soft drink tax:» 

The Governor has cherished the idea 
of a Tax Commission above all other 
bills prepared under his direction, and 
if it fails of passage he will be greatly 
disappointed. It is the opinion gener- 
ally heard here that this bill can be 
saved only by demands from persons 
in many parts of the State upon their 
representatives in both the Senate and 
House\that they aid the Governor in his 
plans to rescue the State from financial 
disaster. 

Probably the one thing which above 
all others has worked against this bill 
ie the argument which has been ad- 
vanced to legislators that it is designed 
primarily to increase taxes in rural 
districts, particularly on farming prop- 
erty. This is declared to be an erroneous 
argument. : 


Purpose of Tax Commicsion, 

The purpose of the bill as set out 
in it, are: 

“1. To seek out and place on the as- 
sessment books the hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars of hidden wealth, most 
of which ts in the larger cities and 
practically none of which is in the rural 
districts . 


| "2. To provide an agency for an ef- 
ficient study of the needs of the State 
departments and the needs of the gov- 
ernments of political subdivisions of the 
State, with a view to curtailing ex- 
penses and stopping wasteful leaks. 

“3. To prepare a budget for the guid- 
ance of the Legislature in making ap-

| out the State, with a view to assessing 
all property on an equal basis, and to 
bring about an equality of assessments 
as between various classes of prop- 
erty.” 

Advocates of the bill answer the ar- 
gument that it will result in higher 
taxes by explaining that the bill does 
not change the manner of fixing the 
tax rate and that, even if assessments 
in some counties are raised, the county 
has the right to lower the tax rate so 
that the taxpayers will pay little if 
any more taxes than they do now. 

The bill has passed in the Senate 
and in the House, but there is a wide 
difference between the bills of the twy 
houses. 

The House favors a commission of two 
Democrats and one Republican. The 
Senate changed the House bill to provide 
for only one commissioner. 

Representative Farris View. 

Representative Farris, , Democratic 
floor leader of the House, who sup- 
ported the bill actively and who has 
said that he would be willing to accept 
it with one commissioner or with three, 
said today that he did not believe the 
House would accept the Senate amend. 
ments. 

Senate leaders, some of whom favor a 
tax commission and some of whom op- 
pose it, express the opinion that if it 
ever again comes to a vote in the Sen- 
ate it will be defeated. Z 

To attempt to reconcile the differences 
between the two houses the bill will 
go to a Conference Committee, of three 
members from each house. This com- 
mittee will decide upon a bill and each

by the committee or tbe bill will die. 
The only manner in which the bill could 
become a law without going te another 
vote in the Senate would be for the 
House to acept the Senate bill, and at 
this time that seems very improb- 
able. 

With this situation existing—the prob- 
able defeat of the tax commission, un- 
less a public sentiment arises to save 
it; the probability of a reduction in the 
anvount of the corporation tax, and the 
danger to the other Gardner measures— 
the possibility of the calling of an &- 
tra session of the- Legislature by the 
Governor becomes greater.

WHAT SHALL AMERICA DO? 

In his inaugural address President Wilson re- 
iterated the high purpose which has actuated us 
in all our conduct with regard to the war. 

He reiterated our unselfish objects in dealing 
with the problems it has forced upon us and our 
determination to resist all thought of conquest or 
gain in further ac@vities to which we nfay be 
driven. 

He restated the principles of peace to which we 
are committed—the maintenance of justice and 
liberty, the consent of the governed. 

In all of these things we believe the American 
people are in full accord. They stand firmly with 
him. 

The point of greatest import and significance 
in his address, however, touches the future. Speak- 
ing of our immediate status, he said: 

We stand firm in armed neutrality since it 
seems that in no other way can we demon- 
strate what it is we insist upon and cannot 
forego. We may be drawn on, by circum- 
stances, not by our own purpose or desire, to 
a more active assertion of our rights as we 
see them and a more immediate association 
with the great struggle itself. 

Assuming that we are “drawn on,” which seems 
inevitable, what shall we do? What policy and 
line of action shall we adopt? 

Germany is now making war upon us. The 
pistol is at our heads. We dare not move without 
the fatal shot. We cannot remain quiet under 
the orders of our self-constituted masters with- 
out surrender of sacred rights. se 

We must move to resist wrong and defend 
right, but how shall we move? \ 

If the problem were nothing more than -to re- 
sist lawless submarine attack and protect life and 
property, limited action to these ends would be 
sufficient. But the moment we move we have 
a relentless enemy against us, determined not 
alone to persist in submarine murder, but to 
strike at our vitals if we resist that criminal 
course. ° 

Before there was any motion or Germany had 
announced her intent to disregard our rights and 
our warnings, Germany planned a treacherous 
and deadly blow in the event that we resisted. 
The acknowledged Zimmermann, proffer of alli- 
ance with Mexico and Japan showed that Ger- 
mahy was our enemy and was contemplating, be- 
fore we knew her wrongful intent or had taken 
a step to resist it, the invasion and dismember- 
ment of the United States. Germany was par- 
celling out states and spoils to nationg she hoped 
to bribe into striking us for her benefit. 

In view of this revelation of enmity and de- 
structive intent we are imbetiles if we do not 
begin, not merely to protect American lives and 
ships on the sea, but to protect American sov- 
ereignty and territory—to guard against war at 
sea and invasion on land. . 

It is certain now that in the event of German 
victory in Europe we shall have to meet German 


assault on’ the ocean and in America. It will be 
assault by a greatly stimulated and strengthened 


Germany. £ 

Which is the wiser course; to help others who 
are still strong to destroy the weakened military 
power that may be directed against us, or to wait 
antil Germany has weakened or destroyed her 
other enemies and then meet her augmented 
strength? What would be the course of men of 
judgment, will and courage? What is the policy 
of wisdom? 

We need now a strong, defensive American 
policy, looking to the future of America and 
democracy. This policy requires three things. 

1. The use of our resources to help the allies 
smash the military power of the German alliance. 

2. A navy equal to the defense of our shores 
against any enemy. 


3. A great trained reserve army which can only | 


be obtained by unfversal obligatory military train- 
ing and service.

That in his mad course of anti-American folly 
he disclosed secret and confidential information 
concerning the navy’s plans of defense is the 
natural climax of his unspeakable conduct.

The passage of the following measures are es- 
sential to Gov. Gardner’s program: 

The constitutional revision bill. 

The Tax Oommission bill and spécial revenue 
bills. . 

The prison reform bill. 

The good roads bill. 

The workingmen’s com}ensation bill. 

To these may be added the children’s code bill. 
Other important measures are pending, but the 
failure of any one of these will seriously affect 
the helpfulness of the program and show a disap- 
pointing unresponsiveness to sentiment. : 

Some of these bills have passed one or the other 
of the two houses. Others have received the as- 
sent of both in forms leaving conflicts of views 
between the two branches to be adjusted. Pa- 
tience and good judgment will be required to ren- 
der the legislation satisfactory in completeness | 
and in quality. The determination on the part of 
leading members to meet the public expectation 
must remain unimpaired. 

The special tax on munitions for the upkeep 
of the militia must be regarded as an emergency 
measure, as the general revenues will provide 
sufficient support as soon as the equal taxation 
measures havg been enacted and gone into effect.

ERE are a few recipes for foreign 

lH dishes that are said to be ex- 
tremely palatable: 

Ohion Soup (Boupe a I’Oignon)—Well 
toward the front of the little volume 
is this famous soup of France. The 
directions are specific. “Slice or chop 
2 medium sized onions; let them color 
an instant in 1 ounce of butter; add 1 
tablespoon of flour; make a brown 
thickening. The onions must on no ac- 
count be allowed to burn. Add 2% 
quarts of water, % tablespoon salt, 
and % teaspoon of pepper; stir on the 
fire until it boils; let it cook 5 minutes. 
Cut some slices of bread very fine (like 
a leaf); dry them in an open oven. 
Place in the tureen a layer of bread, a 
layer of grated cheese, until the tureen 
is half full. Pass the soup through the 
sieve into the tureen. Allow a few 
minutes to wéll soak the bread; at the 
same time the soup must not be al- 
lowed to get cold. If onions are not 
objected to, do not strain them off. 


Pot-au-Feu (French family soup)— 
Ingredients: Four pounds of brisket of 
beef, the legs and neck of a fowl, % 
a cabbage, 2 leeks, 1 large onion, 2 
carrots, a bouquet-garni (parsley, 
tyme, bay leaf), 1 dessertspoon of 
chopped parsley, 4 cloves,~ 12 pepper 
corns,. 1 tablespoon of salt, %. pound 
of French bread, 6 quarts of cold water. | 
Put the meat and water into a 
stock-pot or boiling pot; let it come 
gently to boiling point, and skim well. 
Wash and clean the vegetables, stick 
the cloves in the onion, tie up the cab- 
bage and leeks, and put all in with the 
meat. Add the carrots cut into large 
ieces, the bouquet-garni, peppercorns, 
and salt, and let the whole simmer 
gentiy for 4 hours. Just before serving 
cut the bread into thin slices, place 
them in a soup turten, and add some 
of the oarrot, leeks, and onions cut 
into small pleces. Remove the meat 
from the pot, season the broth to taste, 
and strain it into the soup tureen. 
Sprinkle the chopped parsley on the 
top and serve. The meat and remain- 
ing vegetables may be served as a 
separate course; they may also be used 
up in some form for another meal. Or 
the meat and vegetables may be served 
and the broth put aside and used on 
the following day as “Croute-au-pot.”’ 
,»Brioche de la Lune (French)—Dissolve 
® yeast cakes in 1 cup of warm water, 
mix this into 4% pound of flour, dough 
and let it rise until double its size. 
Add to this 2 eggs and % pound of but- 
ter. Knead thoroughly. Put the paste 
in a warm place and let it rise again to 
double its size. Roll it out about % Inch 
thick and put in a buttered pie dish; 
cover with cold boiled rice, then thin 
slices of smoked roe. or smoked fish; 
sprinkle over some pepper and nutmeg. 
The other half of the dough is to be 
lapped over the Qing and, tn giving to 
the Pirog the foi.n of a loaf, close the 
edges with the white of an ege. When 
closed. spread tt over with beaten egg 
and bread crumbs. Bake it a light 
brown. 

A Servian dish of rice and mutton—Cut 
4 onions very fine, and \ pound of lean

or mutton cut in pleces, add 1 teaspoon 
salt, %4 teaspoon pepper, and 3 pimen- 
toes; just cover the meat with water 
and cook gently about an hour, then 
add % cup of rice; cover tightly and 
let it stew 20 minutes more (or until rice 
is tender). ; 

Macaroni pie (Italian)—Three-quarters 
pound of cold beef or mutton, % ay on- 
ion, 3 or 4 tomatoes, 4% pound of maca- 
roni, breadcrumbs, grated cheese, stock, 
salt, pepper, nutmeg. 

Cut the beef or mutton into thin slices, 
peel the onion and slice it thinly; slice 
the tomatoes, and boil the macaroni in 
slightly salted water until tender. Cool 
and drain the macaroni, and cut it up 
into small pieces. Line a buttered bak- 
ing dish with macaroni, and arrange 
the meat, onion, and tomato slices in 
layers on the baking dish. Season with 
salt, pepper, and nutmeg, pour over a 
little stock, and cover the top with mac- 
eroni. Sprinkle over some breadcrumbs 
and grated cheese, and bake for about 
20 minutes in a hot oven.

} Pneumatic Tires for Hiking 
Shoes. 


AKING his inspiration from auto- 

mobile tires, and going the ordinary 
rubber heel one better, Oscar Mussinan 
of New York City, has invented a pneu- 
matic tire for his own shoes. The ‘tire’ 
differs very decidedly from the ordinary 
heel in that a‘partition of rubber is built 
in it half way up in thickness. The par- 
tition thus forms an air chamber with 
the bottom of the leather above it, and 
still another one with the ground wher 
the heel comes down upon it, explains 
the Popular Science Monthly for March. 
Each of these two chambers is connect- 
ed with outside air by a small opening. 
When the heel strikes the ground, the 
air In the chambers becomes silightiy 
compressed, causing the jolt of the 
walking to be very greatly cushioned in 
a manner very much similar to that in 
which the automobile tire cushions the 
jolts of riding. To prevent the air from 
tecoming too suddenly compressed and
